C. N. Ramsay and Dr. C. P. 
Fluhman Are Speakers 



Two excellent papers hy C. N. Ram- 
say, ahd Dr. C. F. Fluhman, were read 
at the first meeting of the Osier Society, 
held on Tuesday nigh?. 

Ramsay's paper was entitled "Medi- 
cine in the Middle Ages." He discussed 
in a most interesting manner the status 
of the physician and surgeon at that 
time, and gave brief sketches of Henri 
rle Mondeville and Guy de Chauliac, two 
leaders of medical thought a; 1 that time 
Me also graphically described the scourge 
of epidemic disease, especially the Black 
Death, which ravaged the civilized 
world, and discussed the introduction of 
lues into Europe. In summing up he 
showed the period had added very little 
to medical knowledge. 

Dr. Fluhman's paper dealt with the 
life and times of Ambroisc Parc, a noted 
surgeon of the French court and army 
of the sixteenth century. Ambroisc Pare 
was court surgeon to four kings of 
France, and during his active career saw 
much service with the French army. It 
Was in his capacity as an army surgeon 
that he made his two great contribu- 
tions to surgical practice, namely, the 
treatment of gunshot wounds by emolli- 
ents, in place of the barbarous practice 
of cauterizing thcîii with boiling oil, and 
the use of the ligature to produce rae- 
mostasis in amputations. The ligature 
is in universal use for this purpose in all 
operations at the present day. 

The Honorary President, Professor 
Whknall, led in the discussion of the 
two papers, and after refreshments the 
meeting adjourned. From the members 
present, and the keen interest shown by 
the members in the subjects discussed, 
the society seems assured of a very suc- 
cessful year. 



MONARCH REQUESTS 
UNIVERSITY CALENDAR 



Fresh evidence of the world-wide re- 
nown of McGill has just been received. It 
is in the form of a request from His 
Majesty King Feisal, of Mesopotamia, 
for a copy of the calendar. This was 
dispatched to him yesterday by the Reg- 
istrar. 

Last summer Dr. R. A. McLean, for- 
mer Assistant Professor of Classics, 
went on an achaeological expedition. He 
met King Feisal and the latter expressed 
great interest in McGill, especially in 
the Engineering Department. 

His Majesty takes a keen interest in 
education and the advancement of 
Science. His hobby is the University 
of Baghdad, and it is in this connec- 
tion that he asked for a calendar of the 
Engineering Department. 

This is the first time that a calendar 
has been sent to a monarch.

CO-EDS PLAN FOR A 
STUDENTS' COUNCIL 



All Departments, Schools and 
Faculties Represented 



The feasibility of forming a women 
students' society was the business of the 
meeting held last night in the Faculty 
Rooms at R. V. C. 

Representatives from the women stu- 
dents in the Faculties of Arts, Law, 
Medicine and Music, and the Depart- 
ments of Pharmacy, Physical Education 
and the School for Graduate Nurses, 
also the Graduate School, were present. 
Representatives from Social Science had 
been invited to attend, but were not pres- 
ent. The- first business of' the meeting 
was to elect a chairman and a secre- 
tary. Miss Lorna Kerr and Miss Kath- 
erine Coll, respectively, were elected. An 
informal discussion then took place as to 
whether such a society was possible. All 
the members of the committee were 
strongly in favour of such a society, and 
felt that the different faculties and de- 
partments would wish for the same. It 
was suggested that a rough constitution 
should be drawn up at the meeting, but 
it- was decided that each representative 
should first go back to the department 
she stood for, and find out officially the 
feeling of her fellow students. 

Discussions then took place on such 
points as membership, executive, and 
fees. With regard to membership it 
was moved, seconded and carried that 
Partials should be admitted to this so- 
ciety, subject to restrictions from other 
societies, such as the Athletic Associa- 
tion, but that they should not hold of- 
fice. With regard to fees, it was the 
general feeling of the committee that fees 
for this society should be paid along 
with the tuition fees, and grants would 
be given lo the subsidiary society. 

Since the idea of this meeting was 
chiefly to discuss whether the formation 
of a society for all women students 
was possible, after various other poiius 
had been brought up, it was decided that 
each member of the committee should 
report to her faculty the different points 
in question at a general njeeting of that 
faculty or department. At this meet- 
ing she should ask for a representative 
to be appointed, who should bring to the 
next meeting of this committee, the feel- 
ing of her fellow students with regard 
to such a plan, and any ideas or sugges- 
tions that should be brought up. The 
date fixed for this meeting was Monday, 
November I9th, to be held at 8 o'clock, 
in the R. V. C.

DISCUSSION 
ON POLITICS 
BY MR. KERR 



Yesterday's Informal Talk Is 
Well Attended 



QUESTIONS ANSWERED 



Speaker Is Editor of "The 
Round Table" Magazine 



Mr. Philip Kerr was the speaker at an 
informal discussion on Politics, held yes- 
terday afternoon in the New Medical 
Building. Mr. Kerr derives his intim- 
ate knowledge of European politics main- 
ly through his previous connection with 
the British ex-Prime Minister Lloyd 
George. Mr. Kerr is the Editor of the 
Round Table Magazine, which is consid- 
ered as one of the best treatises on mod- 
ern politics. Me announced to the gath- 
ering that he would answer any question 
relative to modern politics. 

Prof. Williams, in introducing the 
speaker, mentioned his qualification as a 
speaker on the subject.. The first ques 
lion which was asked Mr. Kerr was a 
question which, in the opinion of most 
people, is very relevant to-day ; Why is 
the Dardanelles considered so important 
in European Politics? Mr. Kerr, in the 
course of his answer, said : "The Turks 
in closing the Dardanelles in the Recen. 
World War, lengthened the war by two 
years. This closing prevented Russia 
from getting supplies from the West, 
and as all its really important supplies 
come from Europe and surrounding ter- 
ritory, it was certainly a great handi- 
cap. This prevented ihe Russians from 
really being effective. At times the Rus- 
sians had even fought without rifles. 
Mad they had all their supplies then there 
might be a different story to tell. The 
easiness with which Germany was able 
to conquer Roumania is also attributable 
to this fact. The Dardanelles is the 
natural outlet and highwy of all the 
Balkan states. If Turkey could regain 
control of the Dandanellcs it would take 
quite some time to open it again. As 
long as the Turks own Constantinople 
they will busy themselves with interna- 
tional Politics instead of educating and 
building up the Turkish nation. If Eng- 
land can send ships up and down the 
Dardanelles then she will have a very 
strong hold on the Turks. This is what 
'hey need, that is, I mean, policing in the 
; n.ercst of the world, to maintain peace. 

Mustapha Kcmal has shown great 
moderation in his warfare. There is 
no doubt that with such a fanatical army, 
!t is very hard to keep order, especially 
when in the flush of success, and he cer- 
tainly has his hands full. 

The more people who show a want of 
peace at any cost, give Mustapha Kcmal 
a greater chance to wage a successful 
war, and he is perfectly aware of this. I 
would suggest an international police- 
man as the best means to prevent this

To the numerous liaisons already exist- 
ing between McGill University and other 
institutions in the city of Montreal, an 
addition was made last night in the or- 
ganization at the Edinburgh Cafe, of the 
Montreal Classical Club. The organiza- 
!ion committee consisted of Dean Laing, 
of McGill; Mr. T. B. Reith and Mrs. 
Wilson Irwin, of the Montreal High 
School; Mr. H. H Worsfold, of the 
Wcstmount High School, and Mr. C. S. 
l-'osbcry, Principal of Lower Canada Col- 
lege. 

The purpose of the organization is to 
promote the cause of classical studies in 
the Montreal district, and by means of 
papers, reports and round-table discus- 
sions to keep all the members of the or- 
ganization in touch with the latest me- 
thods of teaching Latin and Greek as 
well as other phases of classical studies. 

After presentation of the report of the 
organizing committee, which provided 
for the offices of President in the per- 
son of Dean Laing, Vice-President H.

MYSTICISM 
DISCUSSED 
AT_LENGTH 

Mysticism as an Element of 
Human Make-up 



INTERESTING TALK 



Writings of Early Mystics 
Difficult to Fathom 



The Psychology of Mysticism, a 
subject which is especially interesting 
because of the new field of study it 
introduces in the study of Psychology, 
was ably discussed in a paper read by 
Mr. C. Quayle, M.A., B.Sc, at I ho 
meeting of the Psychological Society 
last night. Mysticism is an clement 
which has played an important part 
in the psychic make-up of the human 
being ever since record has been kept 
of human activities. This is especially 
so in the case of ancient peoples. Mr. 
Quayle. a former lecturer at Cairo 
University, has thus had an opportun- 
ity of coming into contact with the ele- 
ment of mysticism which lingers more 
predominately in the psychical phase 
of the lives of the inhabitants of Nor- 
thern Africa, whose civilization is still 
imbued with a great many of the char- 
acteristics of ancient peoples. 

The tendency of the subject of mys- 
ticism to reach beyond the sphere of 
human understanding makes it very 
difficult to define. Such eminent schol- 
ars as Swinburne, Maeterlinck and 
Prend analyzed it; their views how- 
ever do not entirely coincide and the 
phenomena connected with it still re- 
main to be categorized among the ex- 
periences of man. Mysticism seems to 
be the grasping of the human mind for 
the realization of dominant desires and 
the blessing of a tangrblc connection 
with an Infinite Being. It is "a growth 
yet a consummation, the very essence 
of Eternity." "It is an intense emo- 
tional state." 

The writings of the early mystics 
is very difficult to fathom, probably be- 
cause of an inability to convey to oth- 
ers the underlying significance of mys- 
tic phenomena occurring to them. 
Their writings arc consequently of no 
scientific value to the present study 
of Psychology. An interesting illus- 
tration of ancient writing on the sub- 
ject occurs when a mystic portrays 
himself as having a dagger plunged 
into his breast just over the heart. In 
this position the dagger was moved 
around in its bloody sheath and the 
name of Jesus engraved on his heart. 
When he died the name was discover- 
ed as it had been written on his heart 
by the pointed end of the dagger. An- 
other highly imaginary story is con- 
tained in a poem by William B lake- 
called "The Crystal Cabinet." The 
mystic pictures himself as having been 
locked in this wonderful cabinet, and 
when back of the closed door sees and

It was re- 
marked yesterday, during the informal 
liscussion over which he presided, that 
he manner in which Mr. Kerr grasped 
the possibilities of all sides of the ques- 
tion, and his answer in which he left no 
shade of doubt as to his real meaning, 
was remarkable. His speech recently 
before the Canadian Club of Montreal 
was closely listened to by the many 
prominent men of the city who attended. 
The question of War and its Prcven- 
:ion is a very modem question. There are 
many nations on the lookout to find a 
real preventative of future wars to-day, 
and some suggestions Mr. Kerr will give 
will enlighten many who are not in the 
inner circle of political happenings.

Sir, — I am somewhat surprised and 
■ disappointed that none of those who 
commended me upqn my letter of last 
Saturday (in which I discussed "Quips") 
should have seen tit to express their ap- 
probation through the medium of your 
column. So far, two responses have 
appeared, neither by any means sympa- 
thetic. In each of these, nothing new 
s added :o the discussion, but in both 
cases the writers have resorted to the 
"practice, of very questionable good taste, 
yet of all too frequent occurrence in 
newspaper correspondence, of heaping 
ridicule upon one's opponent's head. To 
be- frank, 1 must confess ;hat the tcmp-

floats into realms of btfauty that could 
only be compared to an ideal mental 
picture of Paradise. The thoughts of 
mystics were almost invariably direct- 
ed toward a predominating, supreme, 
all-pervading and infinite power. Mys- 
ticism was and is, according to Mr. 
Quaylc, aroused by religious or sexual 
emotions. "There is an imagery, not 
spoken of much by psychologists, that 
is feeling imagery, the feeling of emo- 
tion with the attendance of conscious- 
ness of the cause of the feeling. 

The varied experiences in mysticism 
of a certain lady teacher in Switzer- 
land was told vividly by Mr. Quayle. 
This woman had a vivid imagination 
as well as a strong will. In her early 
years her father, a stern moralist, kept 
her in ignorance of the shortcomings 
of mankind. But at the age of seven- 
teen her innocence, was rudely dis- 
turbed. She discovered and learned 
another phase of life, There followed 
peculiar phenomena in her psychical 
life, at times her lower tendencies pre- 
dominating, then her mystic tendencies 
gaining the upper hand. Five notice- 
able points in connection with her case 
arc: As a child she had a vivid imag- 
ination and indulged a great deal in 
day dreaming; she loved her father 
passionately; she- underwent a brutal 
initiation into worldly knowledge; the 
had <i careful religious education; her 
later life seemed to be the result of 
the evolution of a mystical process. 

Some discussion followed the ad- 
dress, Dr. Tait, Mr. De Silva and Mr.

kind of a war. T was certainly with 
Lloyd George in his policy. 

One reason Mustapha was so powerful 
was that he was regarded as the leader 
of Mohammcdism against Christi.mism. 
The fear that Christian civilization will 
overwhelm Mohammed's followers has 
been the great cause of all Islam rally- 
ing to support Kcmal. 

If the Allies had said that the Turk 
was to be kept out of Europe, the 
Smyrna episode might have been passed 
over. It was impossible to niinkc terms 
after the Turks had landed in Smyrna. 
The Turk's philosophy is Might is 
Right, and believes that violence will se- 
cure what they want in every case." 

Dr. Leacock, who was present, asked 
the next question, which puzzles many 
people even to-day. What is the cause of 
the French attitude in the whole af- 
fair? 

"Kcmal two years ago conducted a 
continual war against the French in Si- 
lesia. This war was very costly to the 
French. The French Parliament decid- 
ed that such wars being so costly, should 
not re-occur in the future. This is the 
first reason. The second reason was 
thaf France, since the dissolving of the 
Anglo- American treaty which was to 
prevent' Germany from attacking her, 
France has had to rely on her own army 
to protect herself against the Germans. 
Now France's population is not increas- 
ing very rapidly, which Germany's popu- 
lation is doing, and therefore France 
needs the support' of her black army. 
Her black army is composed of Moham- 
medans to a great extent. A war "with 
Turkey would be disastrous." 

"What will do more to restore the gen- 
eral peace?" 

"The settling of the Reparations is- 
sue will do more to bring hack peace to 
the whole world. I; is really the root 
of all the present trouble. 

There must be some tribunal which is 
international, and which will settle all 
the world political troubles without ex- 
ception. The present League of Na- 
tions, which was formed with the idea to 
do this is paralysed because of not hav- 
ing Russia, Germany and the United 
States^. Until cspeccially the United 
States joins this League of Nations, the 
general peace of the world will not be 
finally settled." 

Dean. Laing thanked Mr. Kerr and 
touched upon the great qualities the 
speaker showed as a speaker on politics. 
His really good insight, easiness of ex- 
pression, conciseness, straight to the 
point method of talking made it à pleas- 
ure for the listener.
